Acts  of  1891,  chapter  884,  provides  that  the  accounts  of 
the  boarding-houses  of  the  State  normal  schools  shall  be  kept 
under  the  direction  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Commonwealth,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  87  of  the  Acts  of 
1887.  I  find  the  accounts  in  good  condition,  and  a  disposi- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  officers  thereof  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  this  office,  as  the  law  provides.

State  Aid  Commisaioner  Charles  W.  Hastings,  as  secre- 
tary of  the  Board,  furniahee  the  following  report,  shomng 
the  disburBemente  of  State  and  military  aid  on  account  of  the 
ciril  war  and  the  war  between  the  United  States  and  Spain, 
also  the  expenses  for  burial  of  indigent  soldiers  and  sailors, 
their  wives  and  widows,  for  the  year  1899,  reimbursements 
for  the  same  being  made  to  cities  and  towns  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  December,  1900. 

The  two  laws  providing  for  the  payment  of  State  and  mil- 
itary aid  were  not  to  continue  after  the  year  1899 ;  and  the 
L^slature  of  that  year  provided,  by  enactment,  two  care- 
fully revised  statutes,  chapter  374  (State  aid)  and  chapter 
372  (military  aid),  to  take  the  place  of  the  laws  about  to 
expire. 

These  laws  went  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1899, 
and  repealed  the  sections  of  chapter  561  of  the  Acta  of  the 
year  1896  relating  to  aid  for  soldiers  of  the  war  with  Spain, 
providing,  in  the  new  lawa.  State  and  military  aid  for  soldiers 
of  the  Spanish  and  civil  wars  on  equal  terms.

Military  aid  was  extended  to  948  soldiers  and  sailors  of 
the  civil  war,  at  an  expense  to  the  State  of  $49,670.70,  —  a 
decrease  of  tlI9.2S,  and  a  decrease  of  40  in  the  number  of 
recipients,  from  1898. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  filling  off  in  the  number  aided 
ie  greater  in  proportion  to  the  lessened  expense.  This  is  for 
the  reason  that  as  the  men  grow  older  they  become  more 
helpless,  and  require,  individually,  a  larger  amount  of  aid. 

Military  aid  to  veterans  of  the  civil  war  will  decrease 
gradually  from  year  to  year. 

The  war  with  Spain  ended  by  official  proclamation  on  the 
11th  of  April,  1899,  and  all  State  aid  to  the  dependents  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  then  in  service  ceased  with  the  payments 
for  that  month. 

There  was  much  sickness  among  the  men  aft«r  muster 
out,  and  aid  was  extended  to  those  without  means  of  main- 
tenance, the  close  of  the  year  showing  338  names  on  the  roll 
of  military  aid.  Malarial  poisoning  was  the  prevailing  dis- 
ability, but  quite  a  number  developed  consumption,  and 
were  sent  to  the  State  Sanatorium  at  Rutland,  Mass.,  where 
the  treatment  seemed  to  work  decidedly  favorable  results.

There  will  be  a  marked  reduction  in  the  list  of  wives, 
mothers,  fathers  and  children  after  1899 ;  but  the  military 
aid,  which  applies  solely  to  the  living  volunteer  himself, 
will,  for  obvious  reasons,  gradually  increase. 
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Sai^.-Gen.  Robert  A.  Blood  was  in  attendance  two  days 
of  each  week  to  examine  applicants  for  military  aid,  and  bis 
services  were  of  great  assistance  to  the  commissioners  in  de- 
termining the  nature  and  extent  of  the  applicants'  diaabilities. 

Foar  agents,  three  male  and  one  female,  have  been  con- 
stantly employed  investigating  the  condition  and  needs  of 
applicants,  visiting  cities  and  towns  to  correct  errors  of 
administration  in  awarding  aid,  and  the  burial  of  soldiers. 

The  law  of  April  21,  chapter  &i6.  Acts  of  1898,  charged 
tjhe  Commissioners  of  State  Aid  with  the  duty  of  investigat- 
ing and  deciding  cases  of  appeal  of  applicants  for  soldiers' 
relief  from  the  action  of  the  municipal  authoritieg  where  they 
fiuled  to  furnish  such  relief.  Much  additional  work  was  in- 
volved in  looking  up  these  appeals  and  getting  at  the  bottom 
of  the  trouble ;  but  the  decisions  of  the  Board ,  after  due  ex- 
amination of  the  merits  in  each  case,  have  been  generally 
satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  About  5,000  examinations  of 
all  hinds  were  made  during  the  year. 

Of  the  353  cities  and  towns  comprising  the  Common- 
wealth, only  3  small  towns  make  no  disbursement  of  either 
State  or  military  aid. 

Surial  Expense*  of  Indigent  Soldiers  and  Sailors  and  their 
Wives  and  Widouis. 
Cities  and  towns  were  reimbursed  for  burial  expenses  of 
630  soldiers  and  dependents,  to  the  amount  of  $21,949.42, 
—  an  increase  of  64  cases  over  1898  and  $2,294.80  in  ex- 
pense.    Average  cost  to  the  State  per  burial,  $34.84.

Under  authority  of  chapter  561  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1898,  there  was  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth,  to  each  Don-commissiioned  officer,  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  including  members  of  the  Massachusetts 
naval  militia  and  residents  of  Massachusetts  mustered  into 
the  regular  army  or  navy  or  into  the  volunteer  brigade  of 
engineers,  the  sum  of  |7  per  month  during  the  war  between 
the  United  Stateii  government  and  the  kingdom  of  Spain. 
Up  to  Jan.  1,  1901,  there  has  been  paid  out  on  this  account 
the  sum  of  $684,293.37. 

Bounties  to   Massachdsetts  Soldiers   in  the  Wab  of 

THE  BeBELLION. 

Chapter  179,  Acts  of  1897  (repealed  in  1898) ,  and  chapter 
525,  Acts  of  1898,  provide  for  the  payment  of  bounties  in 
certain  cases,  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  not 
exceeding  $125  in  each  case,  to  Massachusetts  soldiers  in  the 
war  of  the  rebellion.  Under  these  acts,  2,257  applications 
were  filed,  of  which  number  51  were  duplicates.  Of  the 
2,206  original  claims,  777  have  been  allowed  and  paid,  in- 
volving an  expenditure  of  $96,598.43.  The  appropriations 
for  all  purposes  under  both  acts  were  as  follows :  —

Of  the  $92,780.16  allowed  for  bounties,  $2,060  were  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  direct  to  the  attorneys  of  record  in  the 
respective  cases,  as  provided  for  in  the  law,  thus  showing 
that  the  actaal  amount  received  by  the  soldiers  themselves 
or  their  beneficiaries  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  was 
190,720.16.

From  these  figares  it  witt  be  noticed  that  the  cash  on 
hand  Jan.  1,  1901,  is  but  $572,527.33,  which  is  very  much 
leas  Uran  the  amount  that  was  carried  over  last  year,  and  in 
&ct  for  aeveral  years.  It  is  accounted  for  in  part  owing 
to  the  failure  to  collect  the  aaseasment  provided  by  law  for 
expenses  of  parks  in  the  metropolitan  park  district. 

During  the  early  part  of  last  summer  a  commission  was 
appointed  to  determine  the  proportion  of  assessment  for 
intarest,  sinking  fund  requirements  and  maintenance  for  the 
park  system,  in  accordance  with  ctt&pter  419  of  the  Acts  of

1S99.  This  commisaioD  held  a  large  Dumber  of  meetingB, 
and  finally  made  a  report  to  the  conrt.  There  were  quite  a 
number  of  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  which 
appeared  before  the  court  and  objected  to  the  apportionment, 
but  the  judge  before  whom  tbis  apportionment  was  argued 
approyed  the  fiodings  of  the  commiBsion ;  thereupon  one 
town  petitioned  for  a  further  hearing  in  the  matter  before 
the  fall  bench  of  the  supreme  court.  This  matter  was 
argued,  as  I  understand,  late  in  December,  but  no  decision 
was  reached. 

In  the  estimates  of  the  Auditor  for  the  year  1900  was  the 
sum  of  $406,250  for  interest  and  maintenance  on  account  of 
parks  and  boulevards.  It  was  fully  expected,  and  the  law 
provided,  that  this  amount  should  be  assessed  and  collected  ; 
but  for  some  unaccoantable  delay  the  Treasurer  was  unable 
to  assess  the  amount,  hence  the  cash  on  hand  Jan.  1,  1901, 
was  reduced  by  this  amount.  It  is  supposed  that  the  court 
will  render  its  decision  during  the  present  year,  and,  if  the 
commission  is  sustained,  the  assessment  of  the  metropolitan 
park  district  for  the  year  1901  will  cover  the  two  years, — 
that  is  to  say,  1900  and  1901,  —  and  in  the  Auditor's 
estimates  of  receipts  for  the  present  year  will  be  found  the 
assessments  on  the  metropolitan  park  district  for  these  two 
years. 

Duties  op  the  Aoditob. 

Among  the  other  duties  devolving  upon  the  Auditor  of 
Accoants  are  the  following :  — 

Section  6  of  chapter  16  of  the  Public  Statutes  says :  "  The 
Auditor  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  examine 
the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer."  The 
books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer  were  exam- 
ined by  the  Auditor  during  the  month  of  January,  as  is 
required  by  law,  and  found  to  be  correct.  The  receipts, 
payments  and  bonds  were  found  to  conform  to  the  records 
kept  in  the  Auditor's  department. 

By  chapter  279  of  the  Acts  of  1894,  section  9,  the  Auditor 
of  the  Commonwealth  is  a  member  of  the  State  Aid  Com- 
mission, and  considerable  time  has  been  devoted  during  the 
past  year  to  the  consideration  of  State  and  military  aid  cases. 
And  chapter  179  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1897  intrusts  the 
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Auditor  with  the  daty,  in  oonnectioQ  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  OommoQwealth  aod  the  Adjatant-General,  of  acting  upon 
claims  for  unpaid  bounties.  A  very  large  number  of  claims 
has  been  investigated  during  the  past  year  by  the  commission, 
mvolving  a  great  deal  of  labor  and  research,  which  has  added 
very  materially  to  the  duties  of  the  Auditor.

This  statement  shows  the  aggregate  amouDt  of  State  scrip 
now  outstandiDg ;  but  the  actual  debt  of  the  Comoioawealth 
is  $39,043,412  less  than  is  iiamed,  viz.,  $26,996,423.30. 
The  deductions  are  made  on  account  of  the  annory  loan, 
$1,460,000)  which  is  to  be  paid  from  a  sinking  fund  sus- 
tained and  increaBed  each  year  by  the  taxation  of  the  cities 
in  which  the  armories  are  located ;  the  metropolitan  sewer- 
age  loan,  $8,265,912,  which  will  be  paid  by  a  sinking  fund 
created  and  endowed  by  the  taxation  of  the  several  cities 
and  towns  benefited  by  the  sewer  j  the  metropolitan  parks 
loan,  $6,805,000,  which  will  be  paid  by  a  sinking  fund 
created  and  endowed  by  taxation  on  what  is  known  as  the 
metropolitan  parks  district ;  and  the  metropolitan  parks  loan, 
eeries  II.,  one-half  of  which,  that  is,  $1,512,51)0,  will  be 
paid  in  the  same  manner ;  the  metropolitan  water  loan, 
$21,000,000,  which  will  be  paid  by  a  sinking  fund  created 
and  endowed  by  the  taxation  of  the  several  cities  and  towns 
in  what  is  known  aa  the  metropolitan  water  district  ben- 
efited thereby.  In  all  these,  the  Commonwealth,  having 
the  credit  and  the  facilities  for  borrowing  at  better  rates 
than  the  cities  and  towns,  provides  the  money  for  these  en- 
terprises without  adding  any  general  burden  to  those  cities 
and  towns  not  especially  benefited. 


Abolition  of  Gbade  Cbobbinos.

There  are  two  loans  ander  which  these  ezpenditares  hare 
been  made,  tfae  first  of  which  is  under  aothority  of  chapter 
428  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  which  provides  for  an  expeDditme 
by  the  Commonwealth  of  $5,000,000.  Under  Uiis  act  tiie 
payments  Iiave  been  $4,376,128.85,  and  the  amount  the 
Ck>mmonwealth  is  entitled  to  recover  from  cities  and  towns 
amounts  to  the  sum  of  $864,934.97,  leaving  the  net  amoont 
expended  up  to  Jan.  1,  1901,  $2,998,970.25.  The  other 
acts  are  chapter  433  of  the  Acts  of  1892  and  chapter  257  of 
the  Acts  of  1896,  which  provide  for  the  abolition  of  grade 
crossings  in  the  city  of  Boston  on  the  line  of  the  Boston  & 
Providence  Railroad,  and  crossings  in  Hyde  Park  and  Ded- 
ham,  of  which  amount  the  Commonwealth  pays  31.5  per 
cent.  The  total  expenditure  under  these  acts,  up  to  Jan.  1, 
1901,  has  been  $2,687,930.55.  The  Commonwealth  is  en- 
titled to  recover  from  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  towns  of 
Hyde  Park  and  Dedfaam,  under  these  acts,  the  sum  of  $658,- 
840.11,  making  the  net  expenditure  of  the  Commonwealth 
$1,681,551.39. 

Up  to  Jan.  1,  1898,  the  issae  of  scrip  was  entirely  under 
authority  of  chapter  428  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  which  provides 
for  the  general  abolition  of  grade  crossings  in  this  Common- 
wealth }  and  the  amount  that  the  Commonwealth  is  called 
upon  to  expend,  as  authorized  by  this  law,  is  $5,000,000. 
The  scrip  issued  during  the  year  1898,  amounting  to 
$1,500,000,  and  1899,  amounting  to  $1,500,000,  is  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payments  the  Commonwealth  is  called  upon 
to  make  under  chapters  433  of  the  Acts  of  1892  and  257  of 
the  Acts  of  1896,  which  provide  for  the  payment  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  45  per  cent,  of  the  cost  incurred  by  said 
railroad  company,  and  authorizes  the  issue  by  the  Treas- 
urer and  Receiver-General  of  such  amount  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  Commonwealth's  proportion.

The  combined  expenditure  by  the  Commonwealth  by 
cities  and  towns  and  by  the  railroad  corporations  for  the 
work  done  up  to  and  including  Dec.  31,  1900,  as  appears 
by  the  decrees  of  the  court  filed  in  this  office,  amounts  to 
$17,904,655.91. 

All  grade  crossings  have  been  abolished  up  to  the  present 
time  under  authority  of  chapter  428,  Acts  of  1890,  and  acts 
in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  except  in  the 
following  instances,  to  wit :  — 

Chapter  374,  Acts  of  1892,  being  "Ao  Act  relative  to 
the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  on  Chelsea  bridge  and  Chel- 
sea Bridge  avenue  in  the  city  of  Boston,"  provides  in  sec- 
tion 4  that  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  shall  carry  out 
such  alterations  and  improvements  as  the  commission  ap- 
pointed by  the  superior  court  shall  prescribe,  and  of  the 
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expenses  incurred,  5  per  cent,  shall  be  repaid  to  said  Bos- 
ton &  Maine  Railroad  by  tbe  Lynn  &  Boston  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  30  per  cent,  shall  be  repaid  to  said  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  Company  by  the  Commonwealth ;  and,  of 
the  amount  so  repaid  to  said  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  by 
the  Commonwealth,  18  per  cent,  shall  be  repaid  to  the 
Commonwealth  by  each  of  said  cities  of  Boston  and  Chel- 
sea, in  three  equal  annual  payments  of  6  per  cent,  of  said 
amount. 

Chapter  433,  Acts  of  1892,  being  "An  Act  relative  to 
the  abolition  of  certain  grade  crossings  of  tbe  Boston  & 
Providence  Railroad  Company,"  provides  in  section  2  that 
the  alterations  and  improvements  prescribed  by  the  fiommis- 
sioners  appointed  by  tbe  superior  court  for  the  county  of 
Suffolk  shall  be  made  by  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company. 
The  Commonwealth  shall  repay  to  the  railroad  company  45 
per  cent,  of  the  cost  incurred  by  said  company  and  the  city 
of  Boston  shall  repay  to  the  Commonwealth  30  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  repaid  by  the  Commonwealth  to  said  company, 
in  twenty  annual  payments  of  1}  per  cent,  of  said  amount, 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  3^  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Chapter  257,  Acts  of  1S96,  being  ''An  Act  to  require 
alterations  in  the  crossings  of  public  and  private  ways  with 
the  railroads  in  the  towns  of  Hyde  Park  and  Dedbam, 
and  to  permit  the  use  of  electric  power  on  the  Dedbam 
branches  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company,"  provides  in  section  9  that  the  alterations 
and  improvements  so  far  as  they  affect  the  crossings  of  the 
road  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company 
shall  be  made  by  that  company,  and  the  alterations  and  im- 
provements so  fer  as  they  affect  the  crossings  of  the  road  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
shall  be  made  by  that  company  ;  and  45  per  cent,  of  the  ex- 
pense incurred  by  said  railroad  companies,  respectively,  shall 
be  provided  and  paid  by  the  Commonwealth ;  and  the  towns 
of  Hyde  Park  and  Dedham  shall  each  respectively  repay  to 
the  Commonwealth  30  per  cent,  of  tbe  amount  paid  by  it  on 
account  of  tbe  expense  incurred  in  said  towns. 

Chapter  535,  Acts  of  1896,  being  "  An  Act  relative  to  the 
terminal  facilities  of  the  New  England  Railroad  Company, 
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and  providing  for  the  alteration  of  the  grade  crossings  at 
Congress  Street  with  the  road  of  said  company  in  the  city 
of  Boston,"  provides  in  section  5  that  the  expenses  of  the 
alterations  and  improvements  shall  be  paid  by  the  railroad 
company,  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  Commonwealth,  in  such 
proportions  aa  the  commissioners  shall  decide  to  be  juet  and 
equitable,  considering  all  the  relations  of  the  parties.  That 
portion  of  such  expenses  which  may  be  required  to  be  paid 
by  the  Commonwealth  and  by  the  city  of  Boston  shall  pri- 
marily be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  ;  and  section  8  requires 
tJie  city  of  Boston  to  repay  to  the  Commonwealth  the  pro- 
portion of  the  expenses  required  to  be  paid  by  it  and  pri- 
marily to  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  in  such  annual 
payments  as  the  Auditor  of  the  Commonwealth  may  pre- 
scribe. 

Chapter  519,  Acts  of  1897,  being  '•  An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossings  of  Dorchester  Avenue 
and  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  in  the  city  of  Boston,"  pro- 
vides in  section  2  that  the  cost  of  the  work  shall  be  done 
jointly  by  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  and  the  city  of  Boston ; 
and  the  cost  of  the  work  done  by  the  railroad  and  by  the 
city  shall  be  paid  by  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company,  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  city  of  Boston,  in  the  proportions 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  for  abol- 
ishing grade  crossings  and  public  ways :  provided,  however, 
that  the  proportion  of  said  cost  to  be  paid  by  the  Common- 
wealth shall  be  20  per  cent.,  and  the  proportion  to  be  paid 
by  the  city  shall  be  15  per  cent. 

Chapter  390,  Acts  of  1899,  being  *'  An  Act  relative  to  the 
crossing  of  railroads  and  public  ways  in  East  Boston,"  pro- 
vides in  section  4  that  the  cost  of  carrying  out  the  recom- 
mendations and  decision  of  the  commission  appointed  by  the 
superior  court,  including  land  damages,  shall  be  borne  in 
the  following  proportions :  20  per  cent,  by  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton, 30  per  cent,  by  the  Commonwealth,  and  50  per  cent,  by 
the  Boston  &  Maine  and  Boston  &  Albany  railroads,  in  the 
proportion  determined  by  the  commission ;  but,  if  one  only 
of  said  companies  abandons  or  discontinues  its  location  ander 
the  provision  of  section  5,  the  said  50  per  cent,  shall  be  borne 
by  the  other  company. 
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Chapter  457.  Aots  of  1900,  being  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossing  known  as  Kobeson'a 
crossing  in  the  town  of  Eaet  Longmeadow,"  provides  that 
the  railroad  companies  ahall  pay  55  per  cent,  and  the  town 
of  East  Longmeadow  20  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  such  aboli- 
tion, the  balance  to  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth. 

FrrcHBURO  Railkoad  Seourities  Loan. 

Acts  1893,  chapter  408,  authorized  the  issue  of  scrip  or 
certificates  of  debt  to  the  amount  of  $5,000,000,  bearing  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  3^  per  cent,  per  annum,  for  a  term  not 
exceedingtwenty  years.  This  scrip  naa  issued  Aug.  1,  1893, 
and  is  due  Aug.  1,  1913.  From  the  proceeds  of  said  scrip 
the  bonds  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  received  in 
payment  for  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  and  Troy  &  Greenfield  Rail- 
road, were  purchased  from  the  several  funds  of  which  they 
formed  a  part ;  and  section  2  of  said  act  provided  that  the 
"  bonds  so  purchased,  together  with  the  common  stock  of 
said  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  shall  be  set  apart  as  a 
fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Fitchbui^  Railroad  securities  sink- 
ing fund,  and  said  bonds  and  stock  shall  be  held  as  a  sinking 
fund  to  redeem  the  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  provided  for 
in  section  one,  at  maturity." 

Section  3  provided  that  "  all  income  of  said  bonds  and 
stock  shall  be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said 
scrip  or  certiflcates  of  debt,  and  in  case,  said  income  is  more 
than  sufficient  in  any  year  to  pay  said  interest,  the  excess 
shall  be  added  to  the  income  of  the  Massachusetts  school 
fund  for  that  year.  .  .  ."  Aots  1900,  chapter  426,  ratifies 
and  confirms  the  contract  of  lease  between  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  Company  and  the  Fitchbut^  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  provides  in  section  2  as  follows:  "The  govenior 
and  council,  pursuant  to  the  term  of  said  contract  of  lease, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
Company  the  fifty  thousand  shares  of  common  stock  of  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  now  owned  by  the  Common- 
wealth, and  to  receive  in  full  payment  therefor  five  million 
dollars,  par  value  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Company's 
fifty-year  gold  bonds,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  three 
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per  cent,  per  annam  from  the  firat  day  of  July  in  the  year 
1900.  .  .  ." 

The  stock  held  by  the  Commonwealth  has  been  delivered 
to  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Common- 
wealth has  received  the  $5,000,000  interest-bearing  bonda, 
and  they  now  conBtitute  a  part  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad 
securities  sinking  fund.  These  bonds,  with  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad  Company's  bonds,  will  fnmiah  an  income  of  $350,- 
000  annually,  $175,000  of  which  will  be  required  to  pay  the 
interest  on  our  own  bonds;  the  balance,  $175,000,  will  go 
annually  to  the  income  of  the  MaesachoBetts  school  fund,  and 
be  divided  as  is  provided  for  by  law,  between  educational 
expenses  and  certain  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  towards 
the  support  of  their  public  schools. 

Massachubettb  War  Loan. 

Puring  the  present  year  scrip  has  been  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $95,000,  bearing  interest  at  the  ratd  of  3  per 
cent,  per  annum,  to  meet  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
late  war  with  Spain,  making  the  total  issue  for  war  pur- 
poses $1,230,000.  All  of  these  bonds  become  due  in  1928. 
This  issue  was  made  necesBary  partly  by  the  transfer  to  the 
Massachusetts  war  loan  ainking  fund  from  the  Massachu- 
setts war  loan  fund  of  $50,000,  received  from  the  United 
States  goverament  for  the  hospital  ship  known  aB  the  "  Bay 
State,"  which  was  transferred  under  authority  of  chapter  169 
of  the  Acts  of  1900;  the  balance  was  used  to  pay  soldiers 
and  sailors  the  State  pay  provided  for  by  chapter  561  of  the 
Acts  of  1898 ;  a  large  number  of  the  soldiers  not  having 
called  for  it,  come  to  the  Treasurer  and  receive  their  money 
as  they  are  mustered  out.  It  is  not  probable  that  any 
further  issue  will  be  made,  as  the  expenses  have  almost  all 
been  met,  and  the  balance  in  the  loan  is  probably  enough 
to  meet  any  further  contingencies. 

The  Commonwealth  has  filed  a  claim  against  the  United 
States  government  for  reimbursement  of  expenditures  in- 
curred during  the  Spanish  war.  These  instalments  have 
been  filed  at  various  times  during  the  years  1898  and  1899, 
and  there  has  been  considerable  correspondence  in  reference 
to  them,  and  the  amounts  are  as  follows :  —

A  portion  of  l^ese  iostalments  baa  been  allowed  by  the 
goTemmeDt.  The  balance  of  tbia  account  bas  been  sus- 
pended and  disallowed  for  reasons  which  are  fully  set  forth 
in  a  statement  of  differences  arising  oat  of  this  examination, 
which  is  now  in  possession  of  the  Auditor,  and  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  remove  the  objections  thereto. 

METROFOLITAIf  PaRK   LOAN. 

During  the  present  year  scrip  bas  been  issued  for  park 
purposes : — 

Under  authority  of  Acts  of  1900,  chapter  465,  the  sum  of 
$50,000,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  banks  of  the 
Charles  River ;  and  under  authority  of  Acts  of  1900,  chapter 
467,  the  sum  of  $30,000,  to  acquire  Fuller's  wharf  in  the 
Brighton  district  of  the  city  of  Boston,  as  a  part  of  the 
Charles  River  reservation.  This  scrip  was  issued  with  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  is  payable 
July  1,  1939.  This  makes  a  total  issue  of  scrip  for  park 
purposes  of  $6,805,000,  $5,700,000  being  at  3^  per  cent, 
and  $1,105,000  at  3  per  cent,  per  annum. 

There  has  also  been  issued  scrip  for  roadways  and  boule- 
vards as  follows ;  — 

Under  authority  of  Acts  of  1900,  chapter  443,  the  sum  of 
$75,000,  to  rebuild  the  bridge  over  the  Neponset  River 
between  Blue  Hills  parkway  in  the  town  of  Milton  and 
Mattapan  Square  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Under  authority  of  Acts  of  1900,  chapter  444,  the  sum  of 
$50,000,  to  enable  the  commissioners  to  acquire  land  in 
Winchester  in  conjunction  with  that  town,  and  lay  out  and 
grade  land  previously  contributed  by  that  town  and  its 


Also,  under  authority  of  Acts  of  1900,  chapter  445,  the 
eum  of  $200,000,  for  completing  a  parkway  in  the  town  of 
Revere  and  cities  of  Chelsea  and  Everett  to  the  reservation 
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St  Crescent  Beach.  Thia  issoe  is  added  to  uid  made  a  part 
of  ibe  metropolitan  parks  loan,  series  two,  ooe-balf  of  which 
is  taxed  npon  the  State  at  large.  This  scrip  was  iaeaed  at 
the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  per  aonam,  and  is  payable  Jaly  1, 
1940.  Hiis  makes  a  total  issae  for  boalerard,  roadway,  et«., 
of  $3,025,000,  —  $3,3O0,(X)O  at  the  rate  of  3^  per  cent,  and 
|8i!5,0O0  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  per  aDoam. 

The  total  amoant  of  scrip  issued  for  all  parposes  ander 
control  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission  is  $9,850,000. 

Daring  the  year  1900  there  was  appropriated  for  mainten- 
ance of  parkd  and  boulevards  the  sam  of  $130,000.

The  receipts  into  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  from 
all  sonrcea,  as  provided  for  by  chapter  121  of  the  Acts  of 
1897,  during  the  present  year,  amount  to  $118,089.29,  of 
which  the  sum  of  $34,804.60  was  received  from  bathers  at 
Revere  Beach. 

The  commissioners  appointed  by  the  sapreme  judicial 
court,  under  authority  of  chapter  419,  Acts  of  1899,  to  de- 
termine and  make  award  of  the  proportions  in  which  each 
of  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  metropolitan  parks  district 
shall  aoDually  pay  money  into  the  treasury  of  the  Common- 
wealth, have  made  their  report  and  it  has  been  confirmed 
by  the  court  before  one  of  the  judges ;  but  an  appeal  was 
taken,  and  the  matter  has  been  argned  before  the  full  bench 
and  as  yet  no  decision  has  been  reached ;  therefore  no 
assessment  has  been  collected  during  the  present  year  by 
the  Treasurer  and  Receiver-General. 

AiBTBOFOLlTAN   SeWBBAOE   LoAN. 

There  has  been  issued  during  the  present  year  the  follow- 
ing additional  scrip :  — 
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Under  authority  of  chapter  172,  Acts  of  IdOO,  the  sum  of 
$175,000  was  issued,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per 
cent,  per  annum,  due  July  1,  1930,  to  provide  for  the  addi- 
tion of  a  part  of  the  town  of  Wakefield  to  the  north  metro- 
politan system ;  and  the  sum  of  $90,000,  under  authority  of 
chapter  184,  Acts  of  1900,  was  issued,  bearing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  per  annum,  due  July  1,  1930,  to  pro- 
vide additional  outlets  for  the  aew^e  of  the  cities  of  Chelsea 
and  Everett. 

Chapter  464,  Acta  of  1900,  authorized  and  directed  tiie 
Metropolitan  Sewerage  Commissioners  to  refund  to  the 
town  of  WatertowD  the  cost  of  a  siphon  under  the  Charles 
Biver. 

Section  1  directed  the  payment  of  $9,600,  with  interest 
thereon  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent,  per  annum,  from  April  1, 
1897.  The  amount  paid  was  $10,912,  and  scrip  was  issued 
for  that  amount,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent, 
per  annum,  due  July  1,  1939. 

The  total  amount  of  scrip  issued  for  the  construction  of 
sewers  under  the  authority  of  the  Metropolitan  Sewer^e 
Commission  is  $8,265,912,  to  which  should  be  added  the 
additional  amount  authorized  for  the  high-level  sewer, 
$3,600,000,  which  makes  the  total  for  sewer  purposes  $11.- 
865,912. 

The  interest  and  sinking  fund  requirements  are  assessed 
and  collected  each  year  of  the  cities  and  towns  constituting 
the  metropolitan  sewerage  district. 

MeTHOPOLITAN   WaTBE  IiOAN. 

Under  authority  of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895  addi- 
tional scrip  has  been  issued  to  continue  t^e  work  of  the 
Metropolitan  Water  Board  to  the  amount  of  $1,000,000, 
making  the  total  issue  of  scrip  to  Jan.  1,  1901,  $21,000,000. 
Of  this  issue,  $4,000,000  bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per 
cent,  per  annum  and  $17,000,000  at  the  rate  of  3^  per  cent, 
per  annum.  These  tx>nds  were  sold  at  a  substantial  pre- 
mium, which  has  been  paid  into  the  sinking  fund.  The  law 
provides  for  the  assessment  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  the 
metropolitan  water  district  each  year  a  certain  fixed  amount, 
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commenciDg  with  the  year  1898,  which  providea  for  $300,000 
to  be  assesaed  and  $200,000  additional  for  each  year  there- 
after, until  the  entire  amount  required  each  year  to  retire  the 
bonds  at  maturity  is  reached. 

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board  has  recently  made  a  new 
estimate  of  the  annual  cost  for  interest,  sinking  fund  and 
maintenance,  and  they  find  the  amount  apportioned  ap  to 
Jan.  1,  1901,  will  be  insufficient  by  $210,000.  The  amount 
to  be  assessed  in  1901  is  $900,000,  and  that  increases  $200,- 
000  each  year  until  1909,  when  the  total  amount  to  be  as- 
sessed will  be  $2,381,100,  which  will  be  sufficient  at  that 
time  to  meet  all  the  sinking  fund  requirements  and  retire 
the  bonds  at  maturity  ;  but  in  the  mean  time  there  will  be  a 
gradual  deficiency  each  year  up  to  Jan.  1,  1909,  which  will 
amount  to  $4,354,100.

By  these  figures  it  is  apparent  that  a  new  loan  is  neces- 
sary, which  will  amonnt  to  $12,478,567.  If  you  add  to  this 
the  portion  of  interest,  sinking  fund  requirements  and  main- 
tenance which  will  not  be  met  by  annual  assessaients  antil 
1908,— $4,354,100,— you  have  a  total  of  $16,832,667  for 
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which  it  is  apparent  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 'some 
provision.  This  does  not  include  any  amount  that  may  be 
due  Maiden,  Medford  and  Melrose  for  works  taken  at  Spot 
Pond. 

It  18  also  evident  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
Bomedifferent'mode  of  assessment,  either  by  assessing  each 
city  and  town  in  the  metropolitan  water  district  the  full 
cost  necessary  each  year,  or  increasing  the  total  assessment 
on  those  cities  and  towns  each  year,  as  it  is  hardly  to  be 
expected  that  the  Legislature  will  authorize  an  issue  of 
bonds  in  order  to  meet  interest,  sinking  fund  requirements 
and  maintenance. 

During  the  year  1899,  under  authority  of  section  19,  chap- 
ter 488  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver- 
General  assessed  and  collected  from  the  cities  and  towns 
in  the  metropolitsn  water  district  the  sum  of  $697,968.04, 
which  has  been  paid  into  the  sinking  fund.  The  total  ex- 
penditures up  to  date  have  been  $20,6'^7, 978.71. 

State  Highway  Loan. 

Under  authority  of  chapter  442  of  the  Acts  of  1900,  an 
additional  issue  of  scrip  has  been  made  for  the  construction 
of  State  highways,  amounting  to  $400,000,  bearing  interest 
at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  per  annum,  due  in  1930,  making  a 
total  issue  of  scrip  for  highway  purposes  of  13,100,000. 

The  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  is  authorized 
by  this  act  to  expend  not  exceeding  $500,000  for  the  con- 
struction and  repair  of  highways.  The  sum  of  $100,000  is 
to  be  reserved  for  expenses  incurred  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  1901. 

The  total  amount  authorized  for  highways,  including 
loans  and  appropriations  from  the  treasury  of  the  Common- 
wealth, to  Jan.  1,  1901.  is  $3,514,925.  Total  expenses  to 
Jan.  1,  1901,  from  appropriations  and  loans,  including  the 
expenses  of  the  temporary  and  permanent  commissions, 
$4,029,243.33. 
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Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Railroad  Loan. 
On  the  lat  of  JanuBry,  1900,  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie 
Railroad  loan  (being  a  sterliDg  loan  payable  in  London)  was 
paid  (except  £200,  which  has  not  ae  yet  been  presented  for 
payment) ,  the  sinking  fund  being  sufficient  fot  the  purpose. 
This  closes  up  the  last  instalment  of  our  sterling  bonds,  as 
well  as  the  last  issue  of  5  per  cent,  bonds. 

TkOT  &  GBEENPIEUi  RaILBOAD  AND  H0O8AC  TUNNEL. 
The  Commonwealth  disposed  of  its  interest  in  the  Troy  & 
Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel  by  a  sale  to  the 
FitcbbuTg  Railroad  Company  in  ]8{j7.  The  consideration 
was  15,000,000  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  bonds,  running 
fifty  years,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  per 
annum  for  the  first  five  years,  3^  per  cent,  per  annum  for 
the  second  five  years,  and  4  per  cent,  per  annum  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  time ;  also  50,000  shares  of  common  stock 
of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  par  value,  $5,000,000. 
The  recent  transfer  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Com- 
pany of  the  50,000  shares  common  stock  of  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad  Company  for  $5,000,000,  3  per  cent,  interest-bear- 
ing bonds  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Company,  pnta 
the  Commonwealth  in  possession  of  a  lire  asset  in  lieu  of  the 
common  stock  referred  to,  the  market  value  of  which  was 
uncertain  and  which  paid  no  dividends.  It  would  perhaps 
be  well,  in  view  of  this  transaction,  to  review  somewhat 
the  position  of  the  Commonwealth  as  regards  the  tunnel 
expenditures. 

As  appears  by  the  Auditor's  report  in  1898,  the  net  cost 
of  the  tunnel  to  Jan.  1,  1899,  including  interest  on  the  loan, 
was  $28,856,420.64.  The  interest  paid  out  during  the  entire 
time  that  the  State  had  to  do  with  the  tunnel  was  $14,762,- 
033.52.  There  are  no  outstanding  claims  against  the  Com- 
monwealth on  account  of  the  Troy  &  Greenfield  Railroad 
and  Hoosac  Tunnel,  except  635  shares  of  the  old  Troy  & 
Greenfield  Railroad  Company,  for  which  the  Commonwealth 
voted  to  pay  $8  per  share ;  these  will  be  paid  as  fast  as  pre- 
sented.
